national President ever laid before the American C ongress — 
for that matter, any other ruler in history ever laid before 
legislative body. 
C arried out. this program would presently push Federal 


spending into two or three times its present level, which already 
is four times what President Roosevelt spent in his palmiest pre­ 
war year, and ten times what was considered normal the last time 
the Republicans were in control. 
In ten years, the Truman program would dwarf all the gigan­ 
tic over-spending of the W orld W ar period.
